Movement to Obtain Forest Preserve District 
Gains Momentum After Liberty ville Meeting 



A movement to establish a For- 
est Preserve District in Lake Coun- 
ty started in the southern part of 
the county is gradually moving 
northward ^oward Antioch. 

A meeting was held Monday, Dec. 
16 at the American Legion hall in 
Libertyville under call of Guy Grin- 
nell, supervisor of Libertyville- 
township, at the suggestion of Mrs. 
Frank Untermyer, Frank Peers, 
chairman of the advisory committee 
of the Board of Supervisors, Dr. 
Julian Steyermark, curator of her- 
barium of the Chicago Natural His- 
tory Museum, and Stanley Gross- 
handler, - chairman of the Lake 
County Planning Commission. 

Dr, .Steyermark declared the peo- 
ple of thickly populated areas need 
forest retreats and public picnick- 
ing and camping grounds. 

''There is no more basic physical 
opportunity' for maintaining a spir- 
ituaf^peace of mind than the natural 
flora and fauna which the earth pro- 
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vides," he said. 

Under the Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict plan, land which is not suit- 
able for homesites or farms, and q 
large portion of tax delinquent prop- 
erty would be brought under pub- 
lic control and use as. a preserve. 
There jls much of this kind of land 
in the Cook County District pre- 
serve, which the promoters would 
like to see continued in Lake Coun- 
ty.- 

To place the proposal before the 
voters it would take the signatures 
of 500 persons to a petition to get 
the matter before the public. Then 
there must be a hearing on the pro- 
posal and if the petitioff^ancV pro- 
posal are valid the matter would be 
voted upon. The preserve would be 
under control of the Board of Su- 
pervisors. 

Cost to the tax payer would be a 
maximum of .025 on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation or $2.50 on the 
assessed $10,000 valuation.

An older worher who files claim 
for unemployment benefits is now 
required to report the amount of 
pension, retirement pay or social 
security benefits he receives, State 
Director of Labor Roy F. Cummins 
'pointed out .today. 

"This information is required 
under a. recent change in the Illi- 
nois Unemployment Compensation 
law/' Cummins explained. "Bene- 
fits to which a claimant might 
otherwise be entitled are reduced 
by the amount of his retirement 
pay if his pension or retirement 
pay was entirely paid by his former 
employer. ■ 

"If only part: of the cost of the 
worker's pension' or. retirement pay 
was paid for by the employer, only 
half of the amount received is de- 
ducted from -his unemployment 
benefits. Half the amount of an 
old age insurance benefit under the 
Social Security Act is also deduct- 
ed," the' Director continued; 
Maximum Payments Raised 

Weekly unemployment benefit's 
now range from $10 to $45. Maxi- 
mum payment for a person without 
dependents is $30; with a depend- 
ent spouse and no dependent chil- 
dren it is $33; for one dependent 
child, $36, two dependent children 
$39, three dependent children, $42, 
ci:id with four dependent children 
$45. Payments may be less than 
maximum, based on the. claimant's 
wage credits. For a claimant who 
works part time because of lack of 
work and who earns less than his 
weekly benefit, the amount of earn- 
ings disregarded in computing his 
weekly benefit amount is $7. 

The claimant must be genuinely 
in the labor force, able to work full 
time, registered for work with the 
State Employment Service, available 
to accept a suitable job, and active- 
ly seeking work by his own efforts. 
He is also required to have been 
paid wages of at least $600 in a 
specified recent period for insured 
work. Not less than $150 of .his 
wages during that period must have 
been paid him outside the calendar 
quarter in which his wages were 
highest.

One doesn't have, to bWan economist to appre- 
ciate the importance of foreign trade .to this country — 
and to just about everyone Jn it„ _•■ J , ^ 

To take one example, more than a fifth of all of 
America's- overseas exports qome from farms, and 
these exports are valued at an eighth of the total farm 
income. If afarm export's should materially decline, 
the bad effects . would be felt throughout agricultural 
America. . 

'And they wouldn't stop there by any means. As 
John F. Gehan, president of American Export tines 
points out: "Shifts in overseas sales of farm goods cre- 
ate chain reactions that spread quickly throughout 
the economy. A sharp drop in wheat, corn or' dairy 
exports reflects itself quickly in reduced sales of farm 
machinery, fertilizers,^ trucks and consumer goods. 
Similarly, Cutbacks in industrial exports show up in . 
unemployment and ,a reduced demand for farm pro- 
ducts."

There were the very shy who had to be 
urged to join in the fun, and the aggressive kind who had to be toned 
down a little so they didn't run 9- 
away witjh the thing. That left 
the big group in the middle with

ers« There are the slower stu- 
dents who need constant reassur- 
ance and help so thej^dan'J; lose 
interest and- so they can* follbw 
what's going on. There are the 
truly gifted who, if they had their 
way, would answer every ques- 
tion and hurry .on to the next 
lesson. And thcre^s the great 
middle' group who sometimes 
seem to kind of float by them- 
selves while the teacher is run- 
ning back and • forth between 
the two exceptional groups. I've 
often wondered to myself which 
group is really the handicapped. 

How to solve this problem of 
the three groups — and the varia- 
tions within those groups — is a 
question occupying more and 
more people thege days. The 
need for skilled professionals 
and leaders Is putting more em- 
phasui on the education of the 
gifted, while the humanitarians 
emphasize educating , the physi- 
cally, mentally and emotionally 
handicapped. Others remind us 
that democratic principles dic- 
tate we can't neglect the 
majority. 

Some communities are estab- 
lishing special classes and, in 
some cases, special schools for 
each group. That way, say their 
advocates, the children study 
with their peers and are grouped 



together according to their 
abilities; \ \, 

The opposite point of view says 
this isn't realistic because the 
children will never again And 
this artificial grouping in real 
life. 

In Denver, a new experiment 
has started, which might be one 
way to solve this problem.. There 
they are testing the third and 
fourth graders to find out which 
ones have true intellectual abili- 
ty. Those. who turn out to have it 
are -then going- to be given spe- 
cial work and, by the time they 
get' to the last year of high 
school, they'll get. a full -year of 
college work. 

It's been said that all children 
think their; parents are retarded 
and all parents, think their chil- 
dren are gifted. But I don't think 
this quip is as true as it- used' to 
be. Parents, it seems to me, are 
becoming more, realistic about 
their children's abilities and they 
want to find out early whether 
they should be urging their chil 
dren to try for college or tie!

school/better suited to their 
talents. ,
